Tbe New York Mercury I 
remarkable case of resuscitation as hav- 
ing recently occurred in Paris: 

Mons. de Docteur Bust d'Alemoert, a 
noted French physician and surgeoa, baa 
long bald that life might be prolonged in- 
definitely in some classes of patienta | 
euch. for instances, aa those who have 
suffered no fatal lesions, but who are per 
ishing from antrmia or the degeneration 
or non-production of proper blood cor- 
puscles. Until the '.'th of last November 
he found no one willing lo accept as true 
his seemingly visionary theory, but hav- 
ing secured a suitable patienl for experi- 
mental purpose, in the person of M. Na- 
than Itaacs. a near relative, by tbe way. 
ol Baron Kolhachitd. be immediately 
proceeded to demonstrate tie truth' of 
hit hilberto unsubstantiated assertion. 
Mr. Isaacs was dying of an amemia dis- 
orler, and baring heard of Dr. d'Alem- 
berfs theory, he sent for him on the date 
above mentioned, having discharged bit 
family physician, and placed himself 
wholly under the care of Dr. d'A. Upon 
hit arrival, Dr. d'Aleml-erl lound hit pa- 
tient at the point of death, and the more 
strongly to demonstrate the tenability ol 
hia belief, he determined to allow Mr. 
Isaics to expire before trying bis experi- 
ments. No stimulants being exhibited, 
Mr. Isaacs qufetly breathed bis last on 
the moruing of November 11, at 4:30 
o'clock. 

The body was then removed to the of- 
fice of Dr d'Alembert, when the experi- 
ments were conducted at follows : Two 
assistants then began with dry friction to 
shampoon the entire surface of the body. 
This being thoroughly clone, the doctor 
made an i'Cieion reaching to the spine 
at tb» first vertebra, ami buried there a 
amooth copper plate attached to one wire 
of the electric battery. The incision wat 
neatly sewed t'p to hold the plate in 
place, and the cicatrice covered with col- 
lodion or other tincture ol gun-cotton. 
Another copper plate.connecting with tbe 
same pole of the battery, was buried at 
the baa* of the skull, and still a third, of 
line, connecting with the opposite pole 
of the battery, was buried in similar 
manner at the bate of the sternum. Ev- 
erything being in readiness, an almost 
imperceptible ttream of electricity wat 
turned on and so gradually increased that 
it was fully an hour before any twitching 

the end of an hour, at above elated, a 
slight tremor of the muscles became dis- 
cernable, and at the end of tbe second 
hour, very minute globules of perspira- 
tion could be seen with the magnifying 
glass u|>on the glands of the throat, 
axilla- and groina At this point artifi- 
cial perspiration waa bugun and kept up. 
Toaard the cloae of the third hour tbe 
llrsh had a moist feeling, the entire sur- 
face of the body being covered with a 
light perspiration . From this time to 
the end of the fourth hour the patient 
slowly recovered, at the end of which 
time he fell into a sound sleep, tr< m 
which he awoke refreshed, and began a 
conversation, perfectly rational. The 
battery was attached to Mr. Itaact, and 
the stimulants continued, though at lon- 
ger intervals, and in larger qualities 
The most singular part of tbe truly 
strange story is the fact that, although 
Mr. Isaacs recovered hit intellect with 
the renewal of his life, yet hia moral fac 
allies were entirely dormant. When his 
child and wife were brought to him, he 
evinced no emotion whatever, and while 
Lis memory recalled every incident of 
his former life— and all of bis acquaint- 
ances say that his conversations and 
ideas were more brilliant than ever be- 
fore — yet it wat impossible to call up 
any association that waa aught save in- 
different to him. When informed of bit 
mother's death (though he had been tbe 
most devoted of torn), he remarked, 
"Well, the waa old enough heaven 
knowa" 

Though formerly very devout in bis 
observance of religion, be had become 
blasphemous. He would not tell the 
trutavnf possible to lie, and teemed to 
take a most intense delight to steal and 
secrete about bis person any object, even 
of the most trivial value. He made fre- 
quent attempts to rob tha doctor of his 
watch while bend ing over him to admin- 
ister stimulants. 
The blasphemies and obscene conduct 
^■ation of Mr. Isaacs having 
too horrible, it was determined to 
disc, ntinue the stimulus and disconnect 
the battery. This being dene the fatal 
signs of hiccoughing began, and in thir- 
ty minutes the animal heat and all signs 
of life had disappeared, aud death bad 
resumed its sway. Immediately on bis 
dissolution tbe eye sank, the skin ebrivs 
eled, a hideous ttench pervaded the whole 
apartment, and the corpse had all tbe 
appearance of having been dead for 
weeks. Tbut ended the most remarka- 
ble experiment on record.

Tlioit' lias been groat pn^re^s in 
tlii* rc.-poot within a few year.*, owing 
mainly to a belter understanding of 
the iiitture of the horse. It it now 
generally BMMedMi tliat he can apprc- 
ciitti' kindness aud consideration, and 
that harsh and brutal treatment rentier 
him (ns well as children^ retaliatory 
and disolxnlient whtjn not imder'fear ot 
the whip, and all colt-breakers should 
ever bear this in mind. The opposite 
extreme of laxnees in discipline should 
also be guarded ngainst. A person, to 
be capable of managing either a horse 
or a child, must be lirm and persever- 
ing, but not harsh and revengeful, 
lie must Hrst conquer and control the 
animal part of his own nature before 
he is capable of properly breaking a 
colt, (.treat patience anil perseverance 
are required to quiet his natural fears, 
and satisfy him th.it you intend no 
harm. All movements alHiut him 
e-li' >ti III be moderate and judicious. 
The hand should first be gradually 
brought in contact with his nose, as 
-I'.ould everything eakS new to him, be- 
MSM his nose is his instrument for 
i sting whatever is harmless. What 
xmiler that when suddenly seized or 
ui need upon, that he exerts himself 
a get awavT How can he know that 
ne halter is not a contrivance to take 
.is life? What need is there in giv- 
itg him such a terrible fright, causing, 
it often does a trembling in evev 



five feet from the head of the stall, and 
from that line should slope sensibly, 
in order that the urine iwy drain 
readily off. When the clay was well 
(lacked we sprinkled it with water, 
putting on alxmt four hucketsful for 
each stall of ordinary size. Aflf r the 
water had soaked in we pounded the 
the clay well, till it was ipjite firm and 
tough. This, in an iin|M>rtant pari, for 
unless the clay be packed into a firm 
mass, it will ciack as it dries. While 
the floor was still damp we took stone 
broken in small pieces, like that used 
fur macadamizing roads, and pounded 
it into the floor. This was only an ex- 
periment, but it worked wonderfully 
well— even better than we dared to 
hope. Without maniug the floor leas 
elastic, it renders the surface hard, and 
prevent* it from getting muddy or 
cracking. And hoises do not like to 
paw on such a f'.tior. b fact it in the 
one thing needed to re'ider a clay floor 
thoroughly serviceable. Those who 
have examined our stable say the floor 
it, for all frnojM, the host they hava 
ever seen.

\er, owiug probably to some previ- 
m fright will not readily allow per- 
ms to ride them. We have heard it 
■ •oninu nded to make a man ot straw, 
iitroduce it to the colt when haltertd, 
radually place it upon his back, 
e-ten it eccurely, so that he can not 
■■■ dismounted, afterward turn him 
Bee, ami let him satisfy himrclf that 
e ran pot be got off, and that it will 
ot hurt him. Thus the danger of any 
ersou being injured will be averted, 
tud the colt will be, effectually discour- 
aged from making future attempts to 
throw his rider. Those who would 
have their cohs long-lived and ser- 
vicablc in old age, should never work 
them hard when voung. Remember 
that a due re.ard to humanity nnd 
sound judgment in limiting the burden 
in his eaily years, would save much 
disease and sutfi'riug to the animal, and 
profit to the owner by his unimpaired 
strength and prolonged life. The loss 
from neglecting this is enormous. — 
t Ohio Farmer.
